At times the 
action was quite lively.

claimed that he was unaware that he 
was to be called before the

jury until a short time 
before that 


body met. He denied that his action 
in the present case had anything to 
do with any political campaign, but 
said that he merely responded to the 
summons issued.

After the tests large 


numbers of dead ducks were found In 
the neighboring waters of Chesapeake 
tjay. 
Enmluauou showed that the 


ducks had eaten fragment* of unoon- 
sumed phosphorus which had fallen 
In the water of their feeding grounds. 
Now they are using devices to frighten 
the birds away before the tests are 
made, and the bombs are being ex- 
ploded either over Iho land or over 
water BO deep that the ducks do not 
feed In It. Casualties so far are esti- 
mated at 500, and It Is feared they 
may be much greater before all the 
poison is dissipated. 


Formed Aget Ago 


On view at the American Museum of 


Natural Hlslory, New York, are three 
blocks of limestone from the slopis of 
Mount Lebanon, near Beirut, Syria. 
Their age Is estimated at a million 
years. They were taken from lime- 
stone which formed the bed of an 
ocean which once covered that area. 
They contnln the remains of shellfish 
and other 
mnrlne organisms which 


lived at that time, nnd which were en- 
tombed In the mud at the bottom as 
they died, thus being preserved as the 
mud hardened Into limestone.

The working capacity of persot's ss,- 


gaged in dexterous physical work'bay 
be greatly Increased by varying thalr : 
work from day to day, says Dr. J. P.. 
Baumburger of Leland Stanford uni- 
versity as the result of a recent study 
of the problem of human efficiency. 


In work where there Is a slight 


change In the task from tlras to time It 
was discovered that the actual work- 
ing capacity was about 7.7 per cent 
below the maximum capacity, while In . 
other tasks which were continuous and 
uniform there was from 86.8 to 30.4 per 
cent loss from the maximum working 
capacity. 


The findings Indicate to Doctor 


Baumberger "thnt men working at al- 
ternating occupations have an output 
more closely approaching their mai- 
Imuiu work capacity than do rasa In 
processes studied -In which the sam» 
occupation was continued throughout 
the day." 


"Many Industries could easily appljr 


this finding," Doctor Bnuraberger «ayfc! 
"Workers could be trained to operate- 
two machines and exchange places at 
regular intervals of time. I feel con- 
vinced that this pinn wonld lead to In- 
crease of output and decrease In fa- 
tigue on the part of the men."

between members of the snme totem 
wns forbidden. A member of the wolf 
clan could not marry « wolf, hut ho 
might take a wife from the women 
of the hawk clan. 
Natives make a 


theoretical claim of descent from the 
animals which they accept as their 
totems, but It cannot bo shown that 
this Is a literal descent. Confounding 
the Idenl with the real they have come 
to speak of them as their ancestors. 
A clan was forbidden to kill or eat 
the totem." 


Modern 
totems are perhaps best 


represented among the coast Indlam 
of British Columbia . nt the present 
time, although they arc also found 
among the natives of New Zealand 
and Australia.

1T07), mogul emperors. 


It measured sir feet In length by 


four feet In width and was supported 
by. sir feet of solid gold, encrusted 
with gems. The throne Itself,.also of 
gold, was Inlaid with diamonds, emer- 
alds and rubles nnd surmounted by 
a canopy of the same metal. 


It received Its name from the fig- 


ures of two peacocks, with outspread 
wings blazing with precious stones, 
placed 
behind It. 
Between these 


stones was a figure of a parrot, Ufe- 
size, said to have been cut from a 
single -emerald. 


The cost of the Peacock throne Is 


variously estimated nt from $10,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000.

play In tick-infested localities. 


To convince the skeptical observer, 


the department shows a picture of 
euch land, where eradication was ac- 
complished and which has been free 
from ticks ever since. 
The average 


observer might think It futile to at- 
tempt lick eradication In a region such 
as pictured. The grass often svrnrms 
with young ticks. 


Dipping cattle, however, kills the 


ticks before thc-y develop to the repro- 
ductive stnge. :.rA ticks that do not 
get on cattle die In a few months. 
Thui the cattle-fever tlck'becornes ei- 
tlnet In one s^nton In'*oca1Itles that 
Conduct thorough systematic dipping.

forcement of the federal food and 
drugs act. Shipments containing eggs 
which have yolks stuck to the shell, 
moldy eggs,, black spots, addled eggs, 
any any other eg's* which are filthy, 
Uccompoted or putrid are In violation 
of the law.

The sleep of 
flsh Is a type of suspended animation, 
during which some of the faculties ot 
the finny tribe are at rest with their 
bodies. 


But the sleep or atate of suspended 


animation of fish Is by no mentis like 
the deep sleep of a human being. A 
flsh asleep may be jarred Into Instant 
action, with all bis faculties alert and 
responsive, by a sudden motion of the 
water or a Jar of the bank of a stream 
or lake. 


The. bureau Is satisfied that aqua- 


rium fish, at least, have ft period of 
rest In which they lie on tho bottom of 
the jlass inclosure without movement 
They have been observed in the day- 
time and at night, and officials of the 
bureau believe these periods of rest 
come most frequently after meal time. 


As to deep-sea fish, the bureau has 


observed similar actions In both the 
larger and smaller flsh. Sharks, when 
they lie just under the surface of the 
water, sunning themselves, probably 
pass Into a state of sleep, although 
their faculties are still,alert. Whales 
are classed as mammals, but their eyes 
are Hdless and do not close beneath 
the,surface of the ocean.
